AID TO A DECISION 
This fall we must elect a President. 
It is a duty as 
fateful as any that American voters have ever had to 
discharge, and it is not a duty to be approached with in­ 
difference. 
We all know, at least basically, the crucial import­ 
ance of the tasks that the next President must face. 
How these tasks are performed depends, of course, upon 
, our wisdom in the choice of a man to perform them. 
Whoever the candidtaes shall be, then, we must examine 
their strengths and weaknesses with care, and weigh 


r th sr comparative merits sanely, with as little partisan 
prejudice as partisan American voters can achieve. 
But what are the ideal qualifications of a President 
which may serve as a model in deciding between the two 
candidates of 1911? 
Perhaps the best answer to that 
question is to be found in words spoken by Daniel 
Webstc r 112 years ago today, on the centennial anni­ 
versary of the birth of George Washington: 
“In the first place, all his measures were right in 
their intent. To commanding talents and to success, he 
added a disregard of self, a spotlessness of motive, a 


Ste ady submission to e v e r y public and private duty, 
which threw forever into the shade the whole crowd of 
vulgar great. 
“The object of his regard was the whole country. 
N't v 
of it was enough to fill his enlarged patriotism. 
Ho- love of glory, so far as that may be supposed to 
h 
e . 
m od him at all, spurned everything short of 


g nor;.! <u probation. 
It would have been nothing to him 
that his partisans or his favorites outnumbered, or out­ 
voted. 
ir oui managed, or outclamored those of other 
leaders. 
“His principle it was to act right, and to trust the 
peuph for support; his principle it was not to follow the 
lead of sinister and selfish ends, nor to rely on the little 
aits oi t arty delusion to obtain public sanction for such 
a course. 
Bom for his country and mankind, he did 
not give up to party what was meant for mankind.” 
There, in the first President, as seen through the pene­ 
trating mind of Webster, is a model of political virtue 
which no crisis could dominate or conquer. 
We should 
all do well to study it honestly and carefully. 
For the 
1941 candidate whose intrinsic qualities most closely 
resemble those described above can safely be entrusted 
with the job of leading this nation through the four 
trying years that are ahead. 
rt is, we believe, as simple as that.
